Harry B. Ixnvis, executive secretary of the Torrance Chamber 
of Commerce during the past 18 months, has resigned ami It Is 
reported that he Is considering accepting one of several posi­ 
tions of similar nature which have been offered to him.

The resignation wan submitted to the directors of the cham­ 
ber on May 16, to take effectf 
immediately, but the direoto 
refused to accept It. In the 
following, however, Lewis prcs 
od the issue to the point whe 
It was accepted, as of June 9. 

In announcing the resign 
tion, Reed H. Parkin, prcslden 
of the Chamber of Commerc 
and secretary of Doak Aircra 
Co. said:

"It Is with deep regret tha 
the Board of Directors of Tor 
ranee Chamber of Commerce 
announces the resignation of 

I Harry B. Lewis as executive 
secretary of the chamber. Mr 
l.ewU' unfailing- efforts on be­ 
half of the chamber during 
the most critical days cannot 
he expressed merely In words 
of appreciation. But It Is the 
wish of the Board of Directors 
to- publicly express their grati­ 
tude for his work and the.per­ 
formance of his duties. Much 
of the present success of th 
chamber can be attributed to 
Mr. Lewis.

"Many Torruoe business 
men will recall thft rapid de­ 
velopment of the Chamber 
during the presidency of 
James Lynch) who with Mr. 
Lewis did a pioneer work that 
has finally established the 
Chamber on Its feet." 
He said the name of the new 

secretary would be announce 
soon.

Philip Van Dyke, treasurer o 
. the Chambcf and secretary o 
'iLongren Aircraft Co. dcclare< 
that Torrance was losing the 
most highly qualified chambe 
of commerce secretary that 
had known in all his experience 
"We have tried every means to 
prevail upon him to remain on 
the job In Torrance, but we 
have failed. It is a great loss 
not only to the Chamber 
Commerce but to Torrance.'

Mayor W. H. Tolson expressed 
similar regret as did other city 
officials and business men. 

Lewis came to Torrance from
the position of aviation secre­ 
tary of Lubbock, Texas, Cham 
bor of Obmmerce.

He was a captain In the Army
Air Forces In World War f anc
prior to that was in the Roya

I Air Force.
He was operations manager 

in Central America for Pan 
American Airways prior to en 
taring chamber of. commerce 
work, and prior to that time 
had been one of the early Pan 
American pilots.

He is president of the Lions 
Club of Torrance, which he as­ 
sisted in organizing, and as 
chairman of the Red Cross Fund 
drive for 1945, he managed com­ 
mittees which secured 60 per 
cent more money for the Red 
Cross than was requested of 
Torrance. As chairman of tlv 
annual March of Dimes, at the 
request of Postmaster C. Earl 
Conner, he secured nearly $3200 
In donations, five times more 
than any single year's collec­ 
tions previous to this year.

Also he Is vice chairman, Har­ 
bor District Boy Scouts; chair­ 
man, Veterans' Service Council; 
vice-chairman, all war loan drives 
and coordinator of the post-war 
planning council for Torrance.

Of interest to those who con­ 
tributed Js the information that 
station wagons were on hand to 
pick up each hour's donations 
to be rushed to Los Angeles for 
re-checking, Mra.

As a result, at the end of the 
day all the blood was ready to 
be flown to San Francisco where' 
planes from all Important west 
coast cities converged. In less 
than 20 hours, the whole blood 
had reached its destination  . 
ready for use at the emergency 
front.

Although almost 600. were 
ready and willing to give blood, 
only 40 per cent, on an average, 
were accepted. Only 40 per cent 
of all donors are typed as hav­ 
ing "O" type blood.

once the Navy has taken posses 
sion.

"This center is absolutely es­ 
sential to the war effort -right 
now," Herbert Lapham, ' land 
agent,, Santa Fc Land and Im 
provcment Co. and Chanslor- 
Canfield Midway Oil Co., told 
the City Council in answer to 
declarations from some resi­ 
dents along Madrid ave. and vi

emergency nature.

"The Navy department," Lap-

TORRANCE BENEFITS NIL AS 
30 CENT INCREASE IN LA. 
SCHOOL TAX RATE PROPOSED

If the City Council of the City of Torranco proposed a SO 
cent Increase In the tax rate, the peop|e of the city would let 
out a roar of protest which would be heard for miles around. 

Yet, the LOB Angeles city schools are proposing such an In­ 
crease In faxes next year, and Torrance Is going to have to pay It. 
Tho btidget of V. Kersey, su 

perln tendent of Los Angeles 
schools, calls for expenditure of 
$53,133,214 next year, an in­ 
crease of- $6,754,000 over that of 
the present year.

S2.01 per $100 assessed valuation, 
based on this year's values.

The basic city tax rate of Tor­ 
rance this year is $1.14, by com­ 
parison, and the Los Angeles 
board of education takes from 
or on behalf of the 'city of Tor­ 
rance more than twice as much 
money as it costs to run the 
whole city of Torrance, . and

Torrance.
Next year, it will be even 

more, nearly $100,000 more will 
Torrance pay to Los Angeles 
over and above that being paid 
this year, estimated to amount 
to nearly $600,000 including 
state aid to schools on behalf 
of the Torrance average dally 
attendance. Spent to operate the 
Torrance schools by Los An­ 
geles Is a figure slightly more 
than $300,000.

T.eachers of Torrance would 
get about $15,000 of the propos­ 
ed increase in the Los Angeles 
budget, In raises of $20 a month, 
but other than that amount 
none of the additional money in 
the budget would aid Torrance, 
it is indicated by a quick survey 
of the budget.

CoUecto 2 for 1
Los Angeles will continue to 

neglect Torrance. schools, even 
though they collect almost twice 
as much as is spent here.

Greatent single increase In the 
tentative budget requirements— 
the largost in the city schools' 
history is the $3,020,628 total 
of $20 monthly salary Increase 
for each employee, recommended 
on a wartime basis.

The Affiliated Teachers Or­ 
ganization of Los Angeles ob­ 
jected to this Increase and pro­

posed instead a flat $50 month- 
ly Increase for all teachers on a 
permanent basis.

The A.T.O.L.A. previously had 
discussed permanent increases 
in basic salaries averaging ap­ 
proximately 18 per cent through­ 
out the system. The proposed 
$20 increases will bring teach­ 
ers' wartime pay bonuses to $45 
monthly, a $25 wartime increase 
having been voted last year. 

Higher Tax Needed
The $6,764,000 boost In the 

budget requirement figure over 
this year's budget would mean 
an Increase of approximately 30 
cents In the present city schools' 
tax rate of $1.7085 per $100 of 
taxable city property next year, 
if valuations are not changed, 
Asst. Supt. Harry M. Howell, 
budget director, estimated. The 
resultant tax rate of approxi­ 
mately $2.01 would be the high­ 
est In the city schools' history.

Another major increase In the 
tentative budget requirements Is 
one of $1,068,820 to add 435 
teachers to the schools. Of these 
18 are kindergarten, 211 ele­ 
mentary, 167 high school and 39 
junior college teachers.

Land and BulkUngK
Capital outlays for 1945-46 arc 

istimated at $3,078,429 against 
$1,688,329 this year, an Increase 
of $1,390,000. .

Of this Increase, $677,629 is a 
rise in   the amount estimated 
needed for land and new build­ 
ings, and $803,800 provided for 
land and plans for three more 
junior colleges, one In the har­ 
bor area and one in East Los 
Angeles. Garfleld High School 
also will house new junior col­ 
lege facilities.

An additional item listed as a 
major increase Is one of $184,647 
for staff and other expenses In­ 
cident to opening of the East 
Los Angeles Junior College In
